Dean Swift’t Notable Victory In Cartv 
palgn Agalnat Unpopular Coin De- 
■igned for Ireland. 



Wood's halfpence, which was t« 
have bcea placed for use In Ireland bj 
Great Britain about 200 years ago, was 
to startle I jjp^- 0 p circulated In Erin, as a result 
of the efforts of Jonathan Swift, at 
tLie time dean of SL Patrick's In Dub¬ 
lin. where he was In "exile,” and who 
had for ten years previously been at¬ 
tacking the attitude of Uie British 
tow’ard Ireland, 

Swift's fight against the circulation 
of the coin came when Great Britain 
decided to farm out the contract for 
their manufacture to a certain Wil¬ 
liam Wood, on condition that he 
should pay the goveniraent l.OGO 
pounds I year for 14 years. In his 
famous Drapler letter* Swift gradual¬ 
ly built np a picture of the ruin w hich 
Wood's halfpence were destined to 
bring upon Ireland. The government 
became alamied. A report to tho 
privy council made In July, 1724, de¬ 
fended the patent to Wood, but recom- 
niendeil that the amount to be coined 
•hould be reduced. 

In the end Lord Carteret was sent 
to Ireland as lord lieutenant to en¬ 
deavor to settle the matter on the 
basis of this coiniiromise. Lord Car¬ 
teret offered a reward of 300 pounds 
for the discovery of the author of the 
Drapler letters, and ordered a prosecu¬ 
tion against the printer upon his ar¬ 
rival. Hw-lft boldly reproRChiMl him 
with his tyranny, then looked calmly 
on while 'he grand Jury threw out the 
bill against the printer In spite of ell 
the efforts of the chief justice to se¬ 
cure Its ret’-rn. The next grand jury 
pj-es-’-nti-fl \'yo,;Hl '8 halfpence ns n nul- 
s-snee which marked the end of It all, 
tho coin n--vrr . ting In Ireland.

ESSENTIALS OF GOOD ROADS 


Rules Outlined for Construction of 
Stone Thoroughfares—Drainage 
Is Important. 

The essential reriuirernent.s of good 
stone road eonsiruetion may be con- 
dense<i Into the following rales: 

1. Cut the high [ilnco.s down to a 
grade not exeee<ling 1 to ‘20; fill up 
flats or low [daces so as to have a 
ininliiMiin graile of : to 20f). 

!i. Con.struet subdraliis to carry 
away all s<>epnge water; al.so make 
enough cross-drains to dls[)ose of sur 
face wafer. I'ig. 1 shows a siibdraln 
of drain-tile covered with stone. Clg. 

sliows a subdralii made of logs, and 
Pig. 3 shows one tnaib; of field stone. 

3. .Make the subgrade llrni and solid 
and give it tlie same curvature os the 
surface of the linlsheil road. 

•1 Sjiread the bottom course of 
•stone evenly, tlii'ii roll :uid adil a little

For a fanning eoinmnnlty the width 
of nincndam need not bi> greater than 
10 or 12 f(»et. Die whltb of stone .sur 
face stionld tie sullieh'nt to take care 
of all tlie travel on tfie road ; but on 
the other hand It should not he se 
great ns to require unnecessary p\ 
tsuisp In it.e construction or main 
teiiaiice of tbo road. 

When water h.is to he conveyed 
from one side of a road to the other If 
should lie taken under the road by 
means of a ciilv(*rt. .\ stone eiilverl 
Is, of course, the best, but n vltrlfiiul 
Hie pipe or a corrugated metal eiilveri 
may be nseil. 

I.aslly. give the road n good coat of 
suitable road oil to prevent dust am! 
retard nmeli damage to nntoniohlles.
